Applicant's amendment after final rejection along with arguments filed on 1-25-05 has 
been considered but NOT ENTERED , as it raises new issues and requires the Examiner to do a 
new search. The amendment has not been entered for the following reasons; 

In response to the final rejection applicants have amended claims by deleting certain 
phrases and by introduction of new phrases. While said amendments do indeed overcome the 
previous held objections and address the 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 1^' paragraph rejection for lack of 
written description. Examiner finds that arguments against other rejections are persuasive to 
overcome the same. 

Furthermore, applicant has now amended claim 13 such that it is now directed to a 
method of identifying a compound useful in the treatment of a human neutral sphingomyelinase 
related disorder comprising binding a human neutral sphingomyelinase cleavage target to a solid 
support and contacting said solid support with the test compound and a neutral sphingo- 
myelinase. This amendment changes the methodology of identifjdng the compound that 
modulates the enzyme activity from what was previously presented in that the cleavage target, 
i.e., the enzyme substrate is bound to any solid support. Inclusion of such a limitation in the 
claim at this stage in the prosecution requires the Examiner to do a new search and institute new 
rejections based on the outcome of the search. Therefore, the above amendment is NOT 
ENTERED .
